Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant discussed that the advisory action of 7/5/2007 incorrectly 
addressed that the "friction enhancing agent" could not be located in the instant claims. Applicant clarified their position 
by explaining that Johnson'924 fails to show that the release layer list includes EVA and EAA as release layers, and 
because Johnson , 924 teaches that EAA as a frinction enhancing agent, there is no functional equuivalency of EVA and 
EAA. Applicant was informed that the list shows that EVA and EAA are functionally equivalent. Further, Johnson'924 
also teaches that EAA with tackifier functions as a friction enhancing agent. Hence, EVA with tackifier would also 
function as a friction enhancing agent..
